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IDLE DOWN TO 35! 
Down in H arrisburg some of the state officials were 
all in a dither over the question as to w hether or not 
a 35-mile speed limit may be enforced in Pennsylvania 
without changing the present regulations. 
In these hectic war times when the best interests of 
the nation and every individual citizen would be con­ 
served with a 35-limit throughout the' country, there 
was no cause to quibble about the question of enforce­ 
ment. 
Under a proclam ation issued by Governor Jam es 
last evening the state is brought into line with Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt’s request for a 35-mile limit. 
The state 
executive invoked reckless driving provisions of the 
vehicle code to lower the form er speed limit of 50 miles 
and to provide fines of $10 to $25 and license suspensions 
for violators. 
Section 1002 of the m otor code, which Jam es inter­ 
preted as perm itting him to lower the speed limit, says: 
“Any person driving a vehicle on a highway shall drive 
the same at a careful and prudent speed, not greater 
than or less than is reasonable and proper, having due 
regard x x x and restrictions or conditions then and 
there existing x x x.” 
A W ashington dispatch declares that state officials 
tomorrow will begin to enforce the new 35-mile-an-hour 
nation-wide speed limit ordered as one step in conserv­ 
ing Am erica’s greatest rubber stockpile- the tires and 
27,000.000 passenger cars. 
Director Joseph B. Eastm an, of tin' Office of De­ 
fense Transportation, prescribed a maximum penalty 
for violators of the speed limit of two year’s imprison­ 
ment, a $10,000 fine, or both. At the same time an ODT 
spokesman said the agency turned over the' enforce­ 
ment problem to state* officials because it would bi* 
“next to impossible” to undertake a federal program. 
All vehicles except those operated by common ear­ 
ners in scheduled regular route service will be subject 
to the new speed law Thursday and thereafter. 
The 
speed of those in the exempted group—trucks and buses 
operated over regular routes and on regular schedules— 
wall be controlled as of October 15th. 
The proclamation provides that the new limit be 
continued “for the duration of the present emergency, 
unless further modified by my proclamation or by action 
of the general ass rmbly.” Idle down to 35 miles an hour 
and keep it there. If you see cars go around you they’ll 
probably be some of those birds who have not yet 
purchased one of those federal stam ps!
